. Claims 22 - 33 have been cancelled as being drawn to a method of making 
IrMnN films, non-elected without traverse. 



Reasons for Allowance 

3. The present claims are deemed allowable over the references of record since the 
references of record fail to disclose or render obvious the claimed IrMnN film structures. 

While the prior art of record discloses forming Mn alloy films with a (200) crystal 
structure (Lin et a/.), the prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious the formation 
of such a structure without the use of seed layers. I.e. the prior art of record fails to 
teach or render obvious a "film directly deposited on a non-seed layer substrate 
consisting essentially of IrMnN having a (200) texture".
